Former Kaiser Explains 


Just Why Britain Was 


HE HAGUE, March 13-—-In 
ihe book he hag written for priv- 
ate distribution in an attempt to 
show tha Great Britain was re- 
sponsible for the war, Former 
| Emperor William of Germany, 
| throughout, speaks of himeelf as 
the third person, He painw 
William IT as Alan who tried for 
thirty years to maintain peace in 
Burcpe, but says he wag foiled 
by the “perfidiveus machinations 
| of Great Britain, France and 
| Ruseta.” 

As long ago as 1905, the form- 
er Kaiser says, be haa tried 
form a league of nations. 

Although no full copy of the 
book is yet available, and both 
the former Pmperor's entourage 
and the Dutch and aoe gov- 
ernmcnis are worrte because of 
the publication of brief extracts 
from it, sufficient of the contents 
of the volume have leaked out to 
indicate the general trend of the 
entire work. The leak was prin 
cipally due to the Bertin corres- 

yndent of the Rotterdam Mas- 

vle, 

The correspondent says the 
book begins with notes as far 
back as 1984, (William succeeded 
his father as King and Empesor 
in 1888). 

“In some places,” says the cor- 
respondent, “the document ia very 
interesting; especially notes of 
1880-1881, where he treats with 
the visit of William to Czar Alex- 
ander third at Narvio, when the 
Czar said be hated the French 
| Itepublic ané@ wanted to restore 
a monarchy in Fronce, But al- 
ready, said the Kalser a Ruassian- 
French military oment had 
been negatiated saying that in the 
event of the mobilization of any 
triple alliance, a mobilization of 
French and Russian forces would 
be ordered immediately and these 
armies thrown tnto action at once 


Alliance Against Kussia, 

Under date of April 15th, 1898, the 
former Emperor wrote: “A British 
proposal for an aUlance of Germany 
against Rusela ia declined in order 
not to endanger the world’s peace 

“FE. Deleasse, then French minister 
of .foreign affaire, preposed to the 
Germah ambassador in Paris o 
German-French agreement, in order 
to prevent the Portugese colontee fal- 
| ing under Britien tafluence, This 
proposal was not anawered.”’

in the annual report of the general 
manager of the Canadian Co-operative 
Wool Growers association. The re- 
port wae presented at the annual 
mesti g which was held tn Torome 
@ few days ago and is as follows:— 

The wools of Canada as received, 


handled and prepared for market in | 


1920, were the best wools ever offer- 
ed *hrough the organization, and we 
believe, as a whole the best prepared 
and conditioned Canadian wools ever 
Placed on the market. The exact re- 
Verse applied to the market for 1920, 
it undoubtedly being the most trying 
and difficum we have yet experienced, 
and was one of the mom diffioult 
years known fn the history of the 
Brantford wool trade or the Boston 
wool trade. Correspondingly severe 
times in the wool trade on this con- 
tinent occurred in 18@5 when war 
prices broke to the entent of forty 
to fifty cents per pound. And egain 
in 1895 when in.the United States, 
Montana and similar style wools were 
selling at 9c. per pound. 
Average Price Early in 1920 


In the early part of 1929, the aver- 
price of our Canadian woo!s was 


ty-five cents. At the close of the 
year, twenty to tweny-tivs a a 
decline of S5ce. per pound the 


greage. This fall in prices was not 
marked by any activity in the mar- 
ket, but for the mom part was accom- 
panied by the marking down from 
week to week of quotations, with 
gcattered sales to manufacturers for 
immediate requirements, Later gome 
manufacturers remarked they were 
afraid even to make an cffer on 
wools, for fear of being accepted. 
Barly in the year mills were sold 
@head, then tarmre cancellations were 
feceived, forcing a slowing up in op: 
erations. Again at the beginning of 
the wool season the money stringency 
seriously affected ‘wool operations, 
With the duliness thus created, tr 
mendoys stocks of wools acquired 
during the war period and in 1919 be- 
gan ito press on the market for eale 
with unfavorable results, 

With the beginning of the wool sea- 
son in Ganadg, this organtmtion made 
preparations to handie the Growers 
wool as usual, and to make cash ad- 
vances on delivery. This in contrast 
with® many other wool houses, who 
did very little operating in the field

“* According the railroad 
executives, the most serious 
present obstacle in the way of 
reducing operating costs is 
found in the so-called ‘national 
agreemnts’ between the roads 
and their employees. These 
agreements were instituted dur 
ing the federal administration, 
and specify and standardise the 
rules and conditions 
which the men work. 

““Under government operation 
bold attempts were made at 
standardisation of wages and 
working conditions of the roads, 
which the railroad managers 
claim have resulted in real un- 
fairness, ruinous waste and in- 
efficiency. They claim that 
these broad technical classifi- 
cations resulted, in certain  in- 
stances, in day laborers receiv- 
ing the wages cf highly skilled 
mechanics; in other cases they 
say a man with nothing to do 
between eight o’clock in the 
morning and four 0’clock in the 
| afternoon gets a full day’s wage,

between four and six o’elock, 
he must get altogether a day 
and a half’s pay for two hours’ 
work. Railroad managers par 
ticularly complain of the ineffi- 
cieney of the shopwork under 
the hour rate pay instituted by 
the federal administration as 
against the piece work system. 
Their figures show that the shop 
work of the roads in 1916 was 
done by 356,258 shopmen at a 
total of  $317,000,000. 
Judging from last January re- 
sults, the same work will, in 
1921, occupy 794.000 men and

Any increase of railway rates 
is of necessity reflected in in 
creased costs and decreased prof 
its in every form and condition 
of industry and enterprise. So 
long as war expenditures and war 
credits maintained boom condi 
tions the increased railway 
charges could be carried by indus 
try and production But 
prices flattened out, enterprise 
Was restricted and industry closed 
down. This condition reduced 
railway traffic and caused the 
laying off of many thousands of 
employees because there was no 
work for them. While thousands 
of railway men are out of work 
the high rates of wages that were 
the foundationary cause of the 
present troubles are continued 

The history of the case is that 
President Wilson seized the rail 
ways of the United States as a 
war measure and undertook their 
operation by Government The 
Canadian Government partially 
followed the Wilson example. At 
once Wilson found himself faced 
by a demand of the railway men 
for higher wages based on higher 
living costs. The McAdoo award 
was the result-—-a political rather 
than an economic measure. As 
a result of the McAdoo award 
the rates on the ruilways of both 
Canada and the United States, 
were raised. The increase of 
wages to railway men set a stand 
ard for other workers, who were 
subjected to a further increase of 
living costs by the increased rail- | 
way rates. These demands be- | 
ing acceded to still further in-| 
creased living costs. Again the 
railway men demanded an in-, 
crease, which was granted; again 
the railway rates went up, and
